Youncstown, @n1o — A Jewish 
Rabbi, an Episcopal priest, and a 
Methodist minister organized a quiet 
campaign for funds with which to 
buy a new automobile for the Rev. 
W. Payne Stanley, rector of St. 
Augustine’s Church here. Rabbi Sid- 
ney Berkowitz and Rev. Russell 
Humbert of Trinity Methodist 
Church made the presentation. All 
gifts were anonymous. 

In charge of a progressive Negro 
congregation, the Rev. Mr. Stanley 
is a leader in a-wide variety of com- 
munity activities. He is known 
throughout the area as an outstand- 
ing civic and religious worker, and 
one of the busiest clergymen in 
town, 

“T try to practice Christianity in 
relation to the community,” he wrote 
recently. He is the immediate past 
president of the Youngstown Minis- 
terial Association, the first Negro to 
occupy that position. He is a. mem- 
ber of the County Welfare Advisory 
Board to the County Commissioners; 
member of the Ministerial Commit- 
tee of the Planned Parenthood or- 
ganization; member of the Commit- 
tee of Management of the YMCA; 
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_ trustee of the Community Chest; 
radio preacher over three stations; 
and former secretary of the Youngs- 
town Interracial Council. 

“These memberships naturally en- 
able me to make numerous contacts 
with all the many racial groups in 


our polyglot community,” the Rev.. 


Mr. Stanley explained. 


Health Clinic Housed 
New York—The ground floor of 
the’ parish house of St. Michael's 
Episcopal Church, 225 West 99th 
St., New York, has become quarters 
for a child health clinic, operated 
“by the New York Diet Kitchen As- 
sociation, according to announce- 
ment by the rector, the Rev. Wil- 
liam Corker. 

Nine sessions per week are held, 

with four doctors serving in rota- 
tion. Each parent accompanying a 
child is given the lengthy and de- 
tained attention needed. “More and 
more,” said Miss Marguerita San- 
chez, field director of the Associa- 
tion, “we are emphasizing what we 
call ‘ anticipatory guidance’. We not 
only give the parents. the advice 
they need for the immediate needs 
of the child as to diet and training, 
but also. we give advice or warning 
about what they may expect in the 
near future.” 
_. The location of the clinic at St. 
_ Michael’s Church is part of the pro- 
gram of expanded community serv- 
ice which the Rev. Mr. Corker be- 
lieves.is the duty and opportunity 
of a church’s situation in a chang- 
ing neighborhood. 


“Many large city churches,” he 


said, “could make room for social 


service agencies as we are doing. 


This parish has had a long and hon- 


orable record of community service, 
and is most happy to cooperate in 


this new undertaking.” . 


Church’s Schools 
In Tokyo Growing 


In Tokyo St. Paul’s University, 
grown up out of a school started 
with five small boys in 1874, now 
reflects in its enrollment the current 
emphasis on economic development 
in Japan. In the university © the 
literature department has 869 en- 
rolled, the science department 191, 
and the economics department 
2.321. The graduate school has 10 
in literature, 52 in economics. 

St. Paul’s Middle (Secondary) 
School has 1,513 student. Figures 
for the relatively new primary 
school (started in 1948) are not 
given but it is said to be doing ex- 
cellent work. 

The university has two chaplains, 
the middle and primary schools 
one each. The primary school often 
makes the first Christian contact 
with non-Christian homes; five 
whole families were baptized last 
year. |

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From the Bishop's Desk 


Inquiries continue to be sent me with regard to a rather unique method 
of raising money for capital investment in parishes and missions known 
as “Baby Bonds”. Shortly after my arrival in California | was impressed 
with a plan originated by the Rev. Paul Little, then rector of All Saints’ 
Parish, San Francisco. With some relatively unimportant changes the 
simple technique we worked out together grows increasingly effective. The 
plan briefly is this: “bonds” are printed containing twenty-four coupons, 
perforated so that they can be easily detached, with a face-sheet containing 
a pledge on the part of the “bond-holder” to pay $5.00 monthly during the 
two-year period for the specific purpose mentioned, usually construction of 
a church or parish house or the purchase of property. Normally, when one 
clips a coupon from a bond he cashes it in. Here the process is reversed: 
he pays for it; that is, he attaches a $5.00 check or a $5.00 bill to the cou- 
pon and sends it in to a treasurer especially appointed to receive these funds. 
Almost anyone who is interested can accumulate $5.00 a month by his own 
efforts and this applies to children as well as adults. The total pledge 
amounts to $120.00, and obviously one hundred pledges produce $12,000. 

The plan has many advantages. First of all, it teaches stewardship. One . 
does not depend upon outsiders to provide by their purchases, for instance, 
funds to discharge the obligations of a-church of our own Communion. 
Secondly, it broadens the scope of giving so that the ecclesiastical pyramid 
of mission or parish does not rest upon its apex, but its base. And thirdly, 
after the initial solicitation, the plan takes care of itself. Within the past two 
months in a half-dozen places, we have followed the customary program: 
a potluck supper, a half-hour solicitation, and the accumulation of sums 
of money which could hardly be realized in any other manner. Those who 
could not afford to make an initial gift of $50.00, let us say, can manage 
this obligation fairly easily. According to current figures, Grace Church, 
Martinez raised $4200.00; the new Episcopal Mission, St. Elizabeth’s, 
South San Francisco $6200.00: St. Paul’s, Walnut Creek $9240.00; St. 
John’s new mission in Montclair $9600.00; and All Saints’ Parish in 
Watsonville $18,000.00. I have conducted these bond sales personally be- 
cause of my great concern for the development of our missionary / work. 
Thése sums have been augmented substantially by further solicitation but 
the results offer a fine vindication of a method, which though quaint, I be- 
lieve to be psychologically sound. 

I have received a charming letter from the Archbishop of Casini 
expressing his delight with the photographs of our Cathedral. Memorial 
Service for the late King George. His Grace promises to show the pictures 
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to the Queen Mother on his next visit to Buckingham Palace. I quote one 
sentence, “Similar accounts of memorial services have reached me from 
all over the world, many of them from America, some of them from Mo- 
hammedan countries and the like where leaders of non-Christian religions 
came to our Anglican Church.” The Archbishop plans to visit General 
Convention next Fall after a visit to Bishop and Mrs. Sherrill. 

The great thrill of my episcopate is the establishment of new missions 
now that nearly thirty of our old missions have become parishes in the 
last twelve years. The new babies in our diocesan family are St. Elizabeth’s 
in South San Francisco, St. John’s in Montclair, and the new mission near 
Oak Knoll Hospital on Mountain Boulevard in East Oakland, yet un- 
named. We have purchased a very fine lot and ranch house for St. John’s 
and two and one-half acres of the old Mills Estate for the mission at Lo- 
mita Park. The sale of the property of True Sunshine’ Mission, San Fran- 
cisco, under eminent domain proceedings is unfortunate. For the time be- 
ing, it may be necessary for our ‘Chinese brethren to use the Chapel of 
.. Grace for their services and the Cathedral House and the Old Crypt for 
social and fellowship activities until we secure equipment elsewhere. __ 

The departure of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Richey after a service of twenty- 
one years means a profound adjustment in our life at the Cathedral, the 
Bishop’s Ranch, and to some extent to the Diocese at large. I cannot ade- 
quately record my affection for Harry and Clara, my indebtedness to them 
for their self-forgetful and eficient help duririg almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and my gratitude to God for what they have been and are to me. I 
_ cherish the hope that some time in the not too distant future they may have 
the opportunity and eager desire to come “home”. The men who have at- 
tended the Schools of the Prophets will join the members of our Diocese | 
in sending to the Richeys every assurance of their admiration and grati- 
tude. We pray that God will bless them richly in their new enterprise in 
Merced, California, where they plan to live.

Elsewhere in this issue there is reference to a “false male imperialism” 
as characterizing the Church. If this means that there is some masculine ma-

_the Christian gospel, then there is an evil here which needs to be eradicated. 
If, however, it means that in the economy of the Christian Church, func- 
tions are differently distributed to the sexes, it is only what we should ex- 
pect, and no question of “equal rights” is involved. 
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“Baby Bonds”’ 
To the Rescue 


“The easiest way to raise money 
for Church purposes.” That is the 
way Bishop Block speaks of “baby 
bonds’’, promissory pledge plan 
which has been widely used in the 
Diocese; and the facts certainly bear 
out the Bishop’s contention. In a 
_ single month, for example, about 
$60,000 was raised by five congre- 
gations for new construction. 


The pattern is the same in each 
case. A pot-luck dinner is arranged, 
with the largest possible attendance. 
An architect’s drawing of the pro- 
posed building is prominently dis- 
played and the plan for financing 
the construction is presented. Bishop 
Block is always the featured speaker, 
and sells the “bonds”. 


The congregations benefiting from 
‘the Bishop’s most recent efforts were 
St. Paul’s, Walnut Creek, for a new 
church; St. John’s, Oakland, for the 


purchase of an acre of land with a 


residence to be used for parish hall 


and temporary chapel; St. Eliza-

Church Buildings 


Canon XII of our diocesan canons 


The Paciric CHURCHMAN 


provides, in part, that, with certain 
stated exceptions, no indebtedness 
shall be incurred by a parish, mis- 
sion, or congregation without the 
approval of the Bishop with the ad- 
vice of the Standing Committee. 

From time to time applications 
are made by parishes for permission 
to place encumbrances (mortgages 
or deeds of trust) upon consecrated 
church buildings in order to provide 
funds for purposes which are 
deemed by the parish to be impor- 
tant. 

Both the Bishop and the Standing 
Committee view with great concern 
the practice of mortgaging conse- 
crated church buildings. It is the 
feeling that in the great majority of 
cases needed funds can and should 


be raised without such action. The 


mere risk of foreclosure upon con- 
secrated real estate is something that 
must be avoided except as a last re- 
sort. 

Therefore,‘ the Bishop, and the 
Standing Committee wish that it be 
made known that only in the most 
exceptional cases will permission be 
given for the encumbrance of conse- 
crated church property.

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HIDING FROM GOD 


By THE Rev. THEODORE 0. WeEDEL 


And Adam and Eve heard the voice of the Lord God walking in the gar- 
den in the cool of the day: and Adam and his wife hid themselves from the 
presence of the Lord God amongst the trees of the garden. And the Lotd 
God called unto Adam, and said unto him, “Where art thou?” 

These verses are part of an ancient story—one of the greatest stories in 


the Bible, a a story which sets the scene, as it were, for the entire drama of 


God’s mighty acts as recorded in Holy Scripture. Is the story fact or fiction? 


Seen aright, it is profound fact. It is religious man of all ages and climes 
‘describing his state in this mysterious universe. It was written by some 


ancient seer in the days of Jewish faith. It could have been written yester- 
day. It is a story of timeless meaning. Adam and Eve are every man and 
every woman. They represent first man and first woman, but also their last 


‘human children yet unborn. 


Adam and Eve disobeyed a law. They had eaten forbidden fruit. They 
had entered the strange world of guilt. A bad conscience had been born. 


+. They had discovered themselves facing an interview with the Creator of 


conscience. And you and | are still today Adam and Eve, sons and daugh- 


> ters of humanity’s long march from out the dawn of pre-historic time. ° 


_ Translate our verses into the present tense and they describe our experience 


as vividly as they picture that of an imagined first man and first woman. 
Thus translated our verses read: Every man and every woman hears the | 
voice of the Lord God walking in the cool of the day. And every man and 
every woman hide themselves from the presence of the Lord God amongst — 
the trees of the garden. And the Lord God calls unto every man and says 


' unto him, “Where art thou?” 


Is this, in very truth, your experience and mine? Do we still meet God 


walking in the cool of the day? Yes, we do, if we stop and look and listen. 
‘From of old night-time has been prayer time—time for a dialogue with 
conscience. In the morning, with strength renewed and the day’s absorb- 
ing activity ahead, we can, perhaps, ignore the mirror of conseience. We 


write life’s record on a clean slate, yesterday’s guilt and mistakes forgotten 
or ignored. But in the evening, the day’s work done, and our self-assurance 
weary and our pride soiled with another day’s burden of guilt, the ignor- 
ing or silence of conscience is not so easy. Memory becomes alive of things 
done that we ought not to have done and things left undone that we ought 
to have done. Memory turns into the sting of conscience. Solemn voices 
speak in inner chambers of the soui. We may pretend that they are not there, 
or refuse to give them room as voices from out eternal-worlds. We may try 
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a dialogue with conscience and the Author of conscience, the inescapable

We deal with a difficult paradox here—one that puzzles pagan and 
churchman alike. How often we meet men and women who can: boast of 


~Tiving outwardly decent and socially useful lives but who see no need of © 
prayer or church or the humbling search for God! “Why,” so they con- 


_ front‘the Christian, “should we bother about church or Bible or the out- 
‘worn dogmas of Christian faith, when we can live by the Golden Rule and 
~~ by high human ideals without all your morbid talk of sii and repentance, 
or conversion and judgment day?” Nor can the Christian deny that life 


- without God can achieve—though this is not quite so edsy as the pagan 


thinks—a lofty or at least passable moral standard. But Christian insight . 
Ought not to be fooled by deceptive facades. For virtue and the life of out: 


ward obedience to the moral law can be the most subtle of escapes from . 
__ God. It can be a hiding from the presence of the Lord God among the trees 


~ of the garden. Raise such a life as high as you please, it is still life without 
God. It has no answer to the problem of death or of guilt. It is the escape: 
life of the pharisee. Even a publican,’ repentant before his Creator, or a 
thief on the cross confessing his unworthiness, is nearer the kingdom of 
heaven. I have described only a few of the ways in which we hide from 
_ God. The illusion of safety from His presence tempts everyone of us. How 
‘often we are busy about a hundred tasks in order that we may not have time 


" to listen to the voice walking in the garden. We take to alcohol or the lures 
_ Of Broadway, to the making of money, or the writing of books, to asceticism 


or piety even, and to the scrupulosities of religious observance—anything 


to avoid pesring the call: “Adam, where art thou?” _ 


Ultimate End 

For deep within the heart of every man, even the heart of the atheist and 
the worldling and the agnostic, there is planted the mysterious knowledge 
‘that some day the hot race’of escape will end. The hiding will be over. The 
- Hound of Heaven will overtake us and a. fateful dialogue. will begin. 
“Adam, where art thou?” All through our life, busy and full of adventure 
- though it may have been, that voice has tried to break through the dullness 
of our hearing. We have heard it in the whisperings of conscience. We may © 
~ have. smothered that voice by running from it, or by bribing it to silence by | 
hard work and busy toil. But ever and always it haunts our waking and . 
even more our sleeping hours. | 

And when this God finds us and, sooner or later, we are brought to bay 
and face our inexorable interview, what then? We then, like Adam and Eve, 


stand defenseless before Him unto whom all hearts are open, andfromwhom « — . 
* m0 sectets are hid. Clearly, if we have sought a hiding place when God was. 
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. ‘supposediy still at a distance from us, will we not need a hiding place even 
more desperately when we meet Him face to face? Has it not been dread of 
His presence which has driven us into hiding in the first place? Shame 
everwhelms us. We cry out for a Saviout—one who will cover our naked- 
ness of fear and guilt. | 

Turn the pages of the Bible and—wonder of wonders—that Saviour is 
revealed. The third chapter of Genesis is not the final message of the gospel. 
The God who walked in the Garden of Eden, walked again in another garden 
which lay near a Cross. “Adam, where art thou?” is but the first word in 
the awesome dialogue between God and fallen man. It is a necessary word,’ 
itself a proof of divine love. God would not pursue us if He did not care. 

But if we do listen, if we emerge from our hiding and repent, a miracle 
. happens. The hiding place we had sought in flight from God, has awaited us 
all along in His own everlasting arms. The prodigal son, leaving his hid- 
_ jing place in the far county, and expecting nothing except a father’s right- 
eous wrath, is welcomed. _ 

Though it may seem like a strange ending to a Christian sermon, I shall 
leave with you, by way of a closing thought, a verse out of the Mohammedan 
Koran. It is a verse which, I venture to suggest, is not altogether unworthy 
of standing alongside the sacred words of our own Holy Scriptures and 
may, indeed, have come to the prophet of Arabia as a memory of his own 
contact with the Christian faith. The verse reads: “From God there is no 
flight but only into Him.”

Nor 
must it be guided by secular an- 
swers concerning the place of women 
in the modern world. 


Dr. John C. Bennett, of Unien 


Seminary, told the group: “There is 
prevalent in the world a ‘false male 
imperialism’ and the Church is 
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| worse Yn this regard than is the 
‘comniunity at large.” He advised the 
women to assume their full responsi- 
bility as a liberalizing force in the 
growing lay movement within the 
Church. “Certain American lay 
_ movements,” he said, “tend to take 
their cue from the conservative busi- 
néss community. Women are more 
aware of the human problems and 
Tess concerned with economic ideol- 
ogies.” 

Professor Mary Ely Lyman, of 
Union Seminary, called for a re- 
ligiously-based understanding and 
sympathy for the attitudes of the 
differing groups within the World 
Council.

Indian Missions 

Of Nevada 

_- Two missions, St. Mary’s Church, 
_ Nixon, and St. Anne’s, McDermitt, 
are centers for the Church’s work 
among the Piute Indians of Nevada, 
a tribe still remote from the influ- 
ences and comforts of civilization. 


At Nixon there are approximately . 


650 Piutes; at McDermitt, two hun- 
dred and fifty. miles away, about 
350. In addition there is a small 
“group of 30 at Wadsworth, twenty 


miles away, and a recent letter from. 


the missionary reports that he is 


_. opening a new work at Gerlach, 


seventy miles away, which he de- 
_ seribes as really the last outpost 
of Nevada civilization. He writes 
“These missions are located in the 
~Tonely wilderness, and in the case 
~ ef McDermitt, eighty miles from a 
doctor or town.” These four places 
_ are served by one man, who travels 
_ from 1500 to 2000 miles a month 

to do so. Formerly the missionary 


was a successful actor in Hollywood, 


who has given himself heart and soul 
to this difficult piece of work for the 
this difficult piece of work for the 
Church. Although not a clergyman 
or a member of any religious order, 
he has taken the name of Brother 
David to characterize the nature of 
his service. This service is varied, 


intense, and time- -consuming. He . 


holds religious services, save on the 
rare occasions when the bishop can 
attend. He may travel five hundred 
miles in a round trip to read the 
burial service for one of his Indians. 
He has had to contend with floods, 
bitter winter weather, and with well- 
organized competition from the 
Mormons, whose missionary efforts 


have recently turned toward the In- — 


dian population of a number of 


western states. Brother David’s per- — 
sonal living conditions are nearly 


as primitive as those of the people 
among whom he is serving—fuel- 
oil stove, no running water, no con- 


- veniences of any kind. He is deeply . 


grateful for anything that makes it 


possible for him to help his beloved © 
Indians. His urgent plea is that 
nothing be sent that is not of the ~ 


most practical nature, for use by 


people whose living conditions are. 


exceedingly primitive and rugged. .
